S. Norris, A. Ahlfeldt, J. Mi Meuefee, and 
John Doerger were literally torn to pieces. 
Doerger received injuries from which he 
died within an hour. His- son, Otto, 
was seriously hurt, Yoetmeicr, his. wife 
and child, and Clarence Harvey, who: was 
visiting there, was budly cut and 
bruised. S. S. Norris' house was blown to 
pieces and seven members of the family in- 
jured. Three of them. Miss Fletcher, 'Mrs. 
.Scale and a small child, Ciinnot live. Close 
at hand was the house of John Doerger, 
which was also demolished, a (i-yoar-obl 
daughter killed, and the remainder of the 
family, five in number, painfully injured 
All of Doerger's stock was killed. Three 
men, Mason Kernan, Thomas ami Hom/ir 
Rogers, seeing the storm coming, laid 
flat on the ground and clasped, haruls. 
Homer, who was iu tho middle, was 
killed, while the' other two were on- 
injured. In the western part of the county 
the worst damage was done. At the farm 
of J. A. Harrison, his son was blown half a 
milo and lodged in a tree und fatally in- 
jured. Hundreds of cattle, hogs and sheep 
were killed.

Mrs. Richardson was seriously 
hurt, and H. C. Hunt, of Centralia, is re- 
ported fatally injured. 

Mobkkly, Mo., May 21.— A most de- 
structive wind, rain and hailstorm passed 
over this city, yesterday, completely 
breaking down crops of every description 
and damaging small stock. It is believed 
the damage will reach $30,000.

The mom nt the engineer of 
the approaching train saw the hand-ear he 
put on the air brakes but it was too late. 
The deceased who had been ill the employ 
of tlio company for some years, was one of 
the company's most cuielul employes Ho 
never took any chances and was always ac- 
customed to be governed by the ru'es of tho 
road, to be prepared for train's at all times. 
He was highly respected by tho company 
and bis fellow employes.

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A LETTER FROM JJK. DAVIK. 

To the Editor— During my trip through 
Europe, &c., taken ulmost ontirely that I 
might see the present methods of the leading 
medical men in the various centres of learn- 
ing, I have, of course, noticed many tilings 
not connected with my profession. In many 
ways, America I find to he in advance of the 
older continent, the former seizes -a new 
idea or invention and quickly carries it to 
its practical conclusion, while in Europe a 
thing may he known — in fact, inaugurated 
here — but not generally utilized. 

There is a lesson, however, we may learn 
from London and other largo cities, viz. : 
How to properly make the streets in out- 
most crowded thoroughfares. 

I find tho streets of London to he linido in 
three ways— either of square blocks of stono 
laid closely together, of asphalt, or of 
wooden block pavement. Tlfe first method 
makes a very noisy, uncomfortable street to 
drive over, and is very destruc- 
tive of carriages and horses, besides 
having other disadvantages which will 
suggest themselves to everyone. The se- 
s cond plan has many advantages, but be- 
comes so slippery under certain conditions, 
that a common sight is a pair of horses 
down on their sides, falling again and 
again in their endeavours to recover their 
feet. The third class of street on the other 
hand is safe — comparatively noiseless, cm 
easily be kept clean, is very durable, makes 
the draught of vehicles very light, and 
is certainly a great saving in wear and 
tear of horses and carriages, &0. This 
pavement is made in the following man- 
ners—The bed of the road is first made 
of proper shape, nearly flat, only a very 
slight elevation of the centre of the road 
being necessary. It is well rolled, &o., 
and is now covered with a composition of 
Portland cement and fine gravel in the 
proportion of two of the former to six of 
the latter. In the centre of tho road this 
requires to bo six inches deep, gradually 
becoming thinner towards the side, where 
it need not be more than one inch thick. 
This is the expensive part of the work- 
it is the foundation for the wooden 
blocks to rest on. At one time this 
foundation was made of boards, laid on the 
flat, but this proved not sufficiently durable. 
Over the cement and ballast foundation are 
laid witli the grain at right angles to the 
surfaco of the road, blocks of wood ten 
' inches in length, four inches in width, and 
six inches in depth, each block being pre- 
viously dipped in a coal-tar preparation. 
A little fine gravel is now strewed over 
the road so made, and it is lit for use. I am 
informed that a road made in this way lasts 
fifteen years in tho centre of London, and I 
would suggest to our City Fathers that they 
adopt this class of road-bod for the city of 
Victoria. Our present streets arc not a 
credit to us, and they aro becoming worse 
every year, as our city grows and traffic 
necessarily increases. A beginning might 
be made by putting this pavemont down 
from Campbell's corner, along Government 
street to Fort aud up Fort to 
Douglas, thenco to Yates street 
and down the latter to the point of 
commencement. A very short experience 
of a street made in this munner would con- 
vince every one of the truth of what I have 
written. This plan of building streets is 
the result of long experience of the munici- 
pal government of London.

JESSUP VS. DeCOSMOS. 

To tub Editor: — The following item ap- 

>peared in your journal this morning; 
t JfMNUP VS. DeL'OKIUOH. 

In the Suproine Court, yesterday, the case of 
JeS3up vs, DeCosinos was heard, being an ac- 
tion to compel the defendant to sign a now 
deed in connection with the trausfcrof tho old 
Methodist church to tho latte-. Tho applica- 
tion was granted: each pnrty to pay his own 
coats. 

It so grossly misrepresents me that, in 
the absence of Mr. Charles Wilson, my ex- 
clusive counsel in this suit, I beg leave to 
request the favor of the insertion of this 
note in your issue of to-morrow, to remove 
from the public mind the false impression 
that the above item may have created. 
Now, sir, instead of Jcssup bringing an ac- 
tion to compel me "to sign a new deed in 
connection with the transfer of the old 
Methodist church" to me, I through Mr. 
Wilson, brought an action, first, to compel 
Jessup e.t al. to vacate a lis pendens they 
had registered against the abovo premises. 
It arose in this way : Messrs. Yates & Jay, 
conveyancers, represented the trustees of 
the Methodist church as well as myself. A 
deed of mortgage was made on June 2nd, 
1890, for the unpaid balance. I paid $50, 
my share of conveyancers' fees, and left the 
matter of registration of the papers in that 
legal firm's bands. Subsequently I beard 
that Jessup t.t al. had registered a lis 
pendens, hut I was informed and believed 
^ it to be true that both the title and the 
mortgage were registered, and so let the 
matter rest. On October Hth, 1890, 
Mr. Jay handed me a notarial 
copy of the mortgage, and, to my 
amazement stated that the original had 
never been registered. Next morning I 
took the papers to Mr. C. Wilson, barrister, 
and he instituted proceedings to compel 
Jessup at al to vacate the lis pendens, as I 
had never interposed any obstacle to a 
settlement of any alleged errors that might, 
have been made by the conveyancers in tho 
mortgage. Mr. Wilson's summons to 
vacate the lis pendens, was issued on 
November 10th, 18!)0, and was made 
returnable on tho 12th November. The 
next day, November 1 1th, late in the after- 
noon, I received a writ of summons, issued 
by Mr. K. V. Bodwell, instituting a suit. 
This was the first personal service in the 
suit, of which I had official notice. When 
the case >vas heard, Mr. Bodwell was 
ordered to furnish a statement of his case. 
Mr. Wilson, on my behalf, put in bis an- 
swer, and subsequently did all he could to 
affect a settlement, hut without effect. 
Yeererday, however, it cumo up for trial, 
and after a patient hearing the decision of 
the court was entirely as 1 wished it to be, 
— with the exception of costs,— each party 
being made liable for his own costs only. 
There never was a lime that I was unwilling 
I to settle, if there wete anything to settle, 
on the terms .f the bargain, and so I con- 
tinuously urged Mr. Wilson to use every 
legal means to settle the matter as «>on as 
possible. Milt the delay was wholly caused 
on tho side of the trustees. Why it was so 
I cinnot say ; except some curvilinear 
Christian has been actively engaged in 
spreading some maglignant influence.

Now that tlie caso of the processionists, 
'who were accused of intimidating the men 
■Working in the Wellington mines, 1ms beer 
•settled, there can be no harm in entering in 
to u slight enquiry as to what constitutes 
intimidation, and how far it is fair and 
right to interfere with^men who are pursu- 
•-ing their lawful business, in a lawful way. 
•It will be admitted that every man has a 
right to use the roads of a country district 
aud the streets of a town, as long as he does 
■not seriously interfere with the rights of 
■others. It is the right of every man, in a 
civilized country, to walk on the highways 
■and to carry on his business without moles- 
tation. As long as a man is civil, lie is en- 
titled to civil treatment from those he meets, 
and it is the business of tho Government to 
secure for him such civil treatment. The 
law-abiding citizen should not be protected 
from violence only, but from insult. Words 
can bo uttered by thoso whom a man meets 
that can cause him more pain, and do him 
1 more injury, than almost any number of 
blows. To knock a man down who offers 
offence to no one, is not, by any means, the 
■worst-injury that ho who bears him ill-will 
and wants to injure him can do 
to hiin. Reproaches can be hurled at him, 
nicknames called out, and insulting demon- 
strations can be made, which are harder to 
bear and more injurious than the blows ot 
even a bludgeon. Now, we ask, should not 
the law protect peaceable citizens from in- 
sults of this kind ? We know that in all 
properly governed cities it does. If some 
ill-tempered and ill-designing man should 
about approbious epithets whenever he 
passed a fellow citizen who had not ad- 
dressed him, he would be quickly taken 
charge of and required to answer for hi 
•offjnee before the police magistrate. If he 
persisted in his insulting or intimidating 
demonstrations, after he had been warned, 
he would be lodged in jail and kept there 
until he became convinced that, although 
the highways are free to him to use, they 
are not free to him to annoy or insult his 
neighbors. 

In the same way, every man has a right 
to carry ou his business, provided he does 
so without encroaching upon the lawful 
rights of others. It is the function of 
Government to protect him in the exercise 
of his calling. If any man, or any body of 
men, should by insults and hostile demon- 
strations try to prevent men from 
working, or to annoy them when 
they are at work, thoso who are 
injured in this way have a 
right to call upon the Government to 
protect them, and, if Government does not 
promptly and effectively put a stop to the 
offjntive acta, it does not do the work it is 
Constituted to perform. The law which 
dies not provide a remedy for injuries of 
thL kind is a most defective law. But the 
laws of this and other countries do provide 
th3 remedy, but it is not always properly or 
qu'ck'y applied. 

Ib at mdd to reason tint men in a civil- 
ized community should he piotocted in 
carrying on their lawful business, for if 



proper work, has 'Buffered the country to 
take A long st.rKlo towards barbarism — to 
thatf.tato of (society in which every man 
mutt go nrvned to protect himself from in- 
jury and insult. 

But what has taken place in Franklin is 
certain to take place in any country when 
I those, who are entrusted with the adminis- 
tration of good laws aro either too timid or, 
too ignorant, or are too much in sympathy 
with law-breakers, intelligently and firmly 
to carry those laws into effect. 

It is for the good, of the whole community 
— the law-breakers us well us its other 
mernbera — that men should be compelled to 
respect the rights of their fellow citizens. 
No man has a right to insult or'to intimi- 
date, by words or by acts, his neighbor, 
neither has he any right to'do anything in-, 
tended to prevent him doing his business in 
a lawful way. Good laws have been en- 
acted for tho protection df law-abiding 
citizens, and every good .member of societyj 
should do hia part towards having them en- 
forced- Nobody is benefitted and the com- 
munity is injured when offences against 
honest and unoffending in en are allowed. to 
go unpunished. 

UNTIMELY KMJQIOINQ. 

The Times is in great glee to liud that 
there is a prospect of "Victoria being treated 
unjustly by the Dominion Government in 
the matter of appropriations for public 
works. It finds it impossible to conceal its 
delight. It chucliles at the idea 
■of Victoria Ibeiog compelled to do 
without proper CJustom House and Post 
Office accommodation, an indefinite time 
longer. Although it did its little best a 
few weeka ago to convince the authorities 
in Ottawa that if the China steamers' did 
not call at Victoria the shabby little Cus- 
tom House, that is a disgrace to the city, 
will be hirge enough for its needs, it sneers 
at and taunts tho supporters of the Govern- 
ment because .their requests and repre- 
sentntiona Iuitc been disregarded. This 
is certainly not the course which 
a newspaper supported by tho citizens of 
Victoria should pursue, or the spirit it 
should evince. It should, once in a while, 
try to take some other than a party view of 
important . public matters, and should have 
too great a regard for the credit and 
prosperity of the city than boisterously to 
rejoice when she is denied what is evidently 
her due. But this is always the way that 
the organ of the Opposition acts when the 
Government is asked to do anything to 
benefit either this city or the province. It 
does what it can to discourage thoso who 
make the demand and to prejudice the 
Government against it, and then, when 
compliauoe is deferred or the request denied, 
it rejoices. in the most unseemly manner.

thoy are not the mo3t serious disorder ia 
sure to follow. When men find that the 
I law d ies uot protect them they are cer- 
tain, sower or later, to take measures to 
protect themselves. This is what is now 
being done in Washington .State. There we 
sou workmen taken to the scene of their 
labors under an escort of armed men. 
ThoHO armed men are not servants of the 
Government sent to enforce the supremacy 
or the lw; but they aro employed by in- 
dividual employers to protect thoso whom 
they have hired from violence. But this is 
not the worst, i When tho workmen get to 
tho end of their journey, deadly weapons 
arc placed in their hands, to be used for 
their own protection. No ono will for a 
moment say that tho country in which such 
a state of things as this exi-ts is a well 
governed country. It is the roverao. The 



We see in an English publication called 
" Emigration " a good article under a bad 
heading. That heading is " Colonial Jeal- 
ousy." The careful and discerning reader 
of the article will see that it is not 
jealousy that makes Canadians unwilling to 
see their country flooded wit ha certain cluss 
of immigrants, but simply prudence. This 
seems to-be the opinion of the writer him- 
self, for, after accusing colonists of being 
jealous (if the new arrivals from tho Mother 
Country, lie says :— 

" We do not mean to say that he will not 
bo kind to his neighbors — that is a part of 
the colonial creed that is never departed 
from — but he is by no means anxious to. in- 
crease the circle of hia acquaintance. Hence 
we are continually receiving warnings that 
emigrants are not wanted in Canada, as if 
the vast provinces of our northern colony 
were over populated or the east and west 
had never been united by the magnificent 
railway track which is one of the wonders 
of the empire. The plain truth of the mat- 
ter is that our brethren across the seas are 
not so much averse to new arrivals us they 
are h.artily afraid of undesirable emigrants. 
They do not desire their new location to be 
Hooded with wastrels or incapables, and so, 
too often, wc find statements made as to the 
requirements of a colony which ato abso- 
lutely misleading." 

That is just it. Canadians do not want 
undesirable emigrants. Are they to blame 
for that? When they find tho towns from 
Vancouver to Halifax flooded with clerks 
and mechanics, with lawyers, doctors und 
clergymen, is it surprising that Canadians 
say we do not want either clerks or profes- 
sional men, or mechanics,, from the other 
side of the ocean. Wo are well supplied 
witli men of these occupations already. But 
farmers, in all parts of the country, need 
he p, and there are millions upon millions 
of acres of wild land waiting for tho hand 
of the tiller. Is it jealousy then, that im- 
pels the Canadian to tell his English friends 
th it what are wanted in this country are 
men and women who are ready to go upon 
tho land, to cultivate it, not emigrants who 
will hi.ng abaut the hotels and boarding 
houses of towns waiting, often vainly, for a 
job. When a man lias enough of any arti- 
cle, he docs not want to increase his supply 
of that article. It ia not jealousy that 
causes him to refuse it when more is offered 
him, it is simply common sense. Canadians 
discourage persons to come to this country 
with no definite uim but just to seek 
their fortune. Fortunes are not so easily 
found here as many seem to expect. Some 
of the fortune hunters may fall upon 
their feet and do very well, hut the greater 
number of them will, in all probability, 
for a long tinio find quite enough to do to 
keep soul and body together. But it is 
different with the settler aud the agricul- 
tural laborer. They, knowing what 
thoy want, and there being places for 
them, find work immediately and the 
great majority of them who ore industrious 
and sober do very well Indeed. But those 
who imagine that Canadians do not know 
what "tho struggle for existence" moans 
are greatly mistaken. Tliut struggle is 
going on hero and all over the continent, 
for that mattor. Tho fittest survive us in 
tho older countries, the main difl'orcnce 



particular being that the proportion of 
survivors is considerably greater in tho 
new country than in the old. Hatty men 
by strenuous exwrtion, and by tanking o 
good uso of their opportunities, better 
their condition in Canada. But they must 
exert themselves and watch their chances 
it they want Xo succeed As little come3 to 
the idler and the nerveless waiter, upon 
Providence hore a3 in any other country. 
The self-reliant man who goes to work in 
the rigltt way gets on. Ho is often helped 
and encouraged by colonial sympathy and 
seldom or never impeded or discouraged 
by colonial jealousy. 

WISE AND HUMANE. 

The Corporation, when it mudo pro- 
vision for tho isolation and maintenance in 
flomfort of men afflicted with leprosy, did 
what was both wise and humane. There 
was no hope for the poor creatures. 
Leprosy m\ believed by tho most skilful 
physicians to bo incurable. When tho 
disease once takes hold of man, woman or 
child, it keeps on doing its dreadful work 
until death releases the sufferer. The 
disease is believed to bo contagious, and it 
is known to be hereditary. From some 
reason or other the spread of leprosy of 
late years has been so considerable aa to 
alarm those who have made tho disease a 
subject of enquiry. There being no hop/ 
of recovery for the unfortunate lepers, and 
their presence in tho community being % 
constant source of (lunger, tho beat, tlie 
wiaest, and the most merciful thing to do 
with them, was to place them on an island 
by themselves, where they may, if 
they make tho necessary exertions, live as 
comfortably und us happily as their un- 
fortunate condition permits. It would be 
well if it were possible to have some person 
of intelligence and force of character on the 
Island to make rules for the exiles and to 
compel their' observance, for it is to be 
feared that when they aro left entirely to 
their own devices they will not do what is 
necessary to onable them to live in anything 
like comfort. This was the case with the 
Sandwich Island lepers, before Father 
Batmen left the decencies and the comforts 
of civilization to take charge of them. It is 
to be hoped that the Corporation, since it 
has done so much for the lepers of this city, 
will keep an eye on them and see that they 
do not suffer from their own ignorance or 
indolence. Father Damiens aro not to be 
found every day und in every place, but 
there is no doubt in this city some good, 
large hearted soul who will take an interest 
in the little colony, and do what is required 
to prevent the unfortunates who compose it 
undergoing sufferings that can be guarded 
against.

Sealing Schooner Juanita Brought 
Into Port With Her Upper 
Cabin Blown Off. 



She Is Badly Damaged, and 
Captain and Four of Her 
Crew Scorched.

The sealing schooner Juanita was brought 
into port last night by a number of Indians, 
bearing every evidence of having undergone 
so'me exceedingly rough treatment Her 
deck cabin was goue, and bo soon as she was 
boarded it became manifest that she, ub 
well as her crew, had had a very narrow 
escape. Her cabin was a total wreck, what 
was left of its fittings being piled up on ihc 
deck in a confused mass of debris. In the 
forecastle lay her master, Captain Lorenzo, 
and her mate, James Henderson, together 
with three otHers of her company, whose 
faces were a. nisss of cuts, burns and 
powder marks. Their hands, too, were 
injured, while their clothing bore marks of 
rough usage. The schooner was brought in 
from Quatsino Sound by George McDonald 
and three Indians. It is stated that on 
Monday last, while waiting for a crew in 
Quatsino Sound, the captain and several men 
were engaged tilling cartridges, and in 
the afternoon the captain fitted some of 
them with his gun, tho hammer being up. 
All of a sudden, us he was closing the ham- 
mer, 0110 of the cartridges exploded, the 
ball striking a keg of powder and igniting 
it, the result being that the stern of the 
schooner was almost blown out. Fortun- 
ately another keg of powder which was also 
on board was untouched, or not one of tho 
men would have remained alive. Dr. Milne 
was sent to the vessel, and having attended 
to the wounds of tjiji suflVrers, which, with 
the exception of I he captain's are not very 
serious, arranged for their being sent to the 
Marine Hospital, where ihey went later on 
in the evening. An examination late last 
night, after the men had reached hospital, 
showed that the burns were worse than had 
been expected.

Adjournment. 



Tho Methodist Conference resumed its 
aessions in tho Pandora Avenue Methodist 
church yesterday morning.

Tate on behalf of tho B. C. brunch of the 
W. M. S. The following is a copy of the 
uddress : 

To the British Columbia Conference of the 
Methodist Church : 

The heurty reception given to representa- 
tives of the Women's Missionary Society 
last year by the members of this Conference, 
encourages us to come again, trusting that 
you will accord ua a patient hearing. Last 
yeur we felt that it was indeed the day of 
small things with us, as we laid before this 
Conference tho fact that wc had only three 
auxiliaries in this Province, one at Victoria, 
one at Richmond and one at Chilliwhack. 
It gives us great pleasure, and affords us a 
good deal of satisfaction to state that during 
the year the three have increased to nine. 
Two mission bauds have also been organized 
and the children are becoming interested in 
M» "work of the W. M.S. We heartily ap- 
preciate oil the organizations in connection 
witli our glorious Methodism, andtrustth.it 
tho W.M.8. will ere long become ono of tlie 
strong bulwarks of this grand institution. 

VV e have come to the conclusion that the 
time has arrived when a branch should be 
organized within the bounds of this annual 
conference. And now that the British 
Columbia branch has been duly organized 
we f"el that we stand on a more sure foun- 
dation, aud trust, that with God's blessing 
we may be enabled to do more efficient 
work, and by the time another conference 
comcH round to report, a still greater degree 
of success.
